The get of 100 stallions—eight more 
than in 1946—is represented among the 
455 yearlings catalogued for the Keene- 
land Summer Sales. The annual Lexing- 
ton auctions are to be from Monday, July 
28, through Thursday, July 31. 


An average of 97 per cent of the year- 
lings that have been consigned to Keene- 
land sales since the beginning in 1943 
actually have been sold, and it may be 
expected that a similarly high percentage 
of the listed yearlings also will be led into 
the ring this summer. Sales company rules 
require that a yearling may be excused 
only if a veterinarian certifier to the illness 
or injury of the animal. Last year 428 
were catalogued and 415 (97 per cent) 
were sold. 


This year’s roster is made up of about 
59 per cent colts, 41 per cent fillies. This 
is approximately the ratio prevalent at 
Saratoga for many years, where the colts 
outnumbered the fillies by about 60 to 40. 
But it is a departure from the Keeneland 
norm, where during the first four years 
fillies represented from 42 to 45 per cent 
of the annual totals.

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HE man could have written: “The people who spent 

hours crowding one another at the Union Course, and 
on their way to it, went home, still crowding one another, 
and wondering whether it had been worth the trouble. 

“The occasion was a so-called North vs. South race. The 
North’s champion was a 9-year-old stallion which had had 
two full years in the stud at a fee of $12.50. The repre- 
sentative of the South was a young colt which bore the 
name of Henry, a name peculiarly fitting to his lack of fame. 
John Richards, a horse of some class which was supposed 
to have carried the hopes of the Southerners, fell lame, and 
Henry was the best substitute that could be found. 

“The race was in four-mile heats. Henry won the 
But the New York 
horse, American Eclipse, won the next two and the match, 
which was for $20,000 a side.” 


first, and was favorite for the second. 


But the man did not write it that way; there were no 
such jaundiced eyes to look upon the race which was the 
first great forerunner in America of international racing. 
Seven years after the race was run it was still of such high 
interest that its story needed to be told. So ““An Old Turf- 
man,’ Cadwallader C. Colden, wrote it, the story of the 
“Great Match Race Between American Eclipse and Sir 
Henry, Over the Union Course,, Long Island, May 23, 
1823. Heats four miles, for $20,000. The Southern 
gentlemen to be allowed to name their horses at the starting 
post.” The story has become one of the classics of the 


world’s sporting literature. One of its paragraphs: 


“The road from New York to the course, a distance 
of eight miles, was covered by horsemen, and a triple line 
of carriages, in an unbroken chain, from the dawn of day 
until one o’clock, the appointéd” hour of starting. The 
stands on the ground, for the reception of spectators, were 
crowded to excess at an early hour, and the club house, and 
balcony extending along its whole front, was filled by ladies; 
the whole track, or nearly so, for a mile distance in circuit, 
was lined on the inside by carriages and horsemen, and the 
throng of pedestrians surpassed all belief—not less than 
ixty thousand spectators were computed to be in the field.” 


According to Mr. Colden, dean of an age in which Turf 
writers did not have to fight a 6 o’clock deadline, there 
seemed to be a moderate amount of interest in the result: 


A Good Horse Race Makes the Women Look Better 


**As they passed up the stretch or last quarter of a mile 
(in the second heat), the shouting, clapping of hands, wav- 
ing of handkerchiefs, long and loud applause sent forth by 
the Eclipse party, exceeded all description; it seemed to roll 
along the track as the horses advanced, resembling the loud 
and reiterated shout of contending armies.” 


William T. Porter could have reported that the races 
between Louisiana’s Wagner and Kentucky’s Grey Eagle 
at Louisvill in the fall of 1839, turned out inconclusively, 
Grey Eagle breaking down in the third heat of their second 
meeting. But Porter thought it was an occasion that would 
stand a few thousand words extra. 

He even got around to describing the ladies in the crowd, 
and particularly a belle from Scott County. “Here,” he 
said, “the pearl wreath strove to rival a fairer brow—the 
ruby, a rubier lip—the diamond, a brighter eye; there the 
cornelian borrowed from the damask cheek a deeper hue; 
the gossamer floated round a lighter form—the light plume 
nodded over a lighter heart.” 

These Grade A compliments, no longer being produced 
but still being hungered for, were, believe it or not, a nor- 
mal part of the emotional by-product of a horse race in 
which geographical loyalties were strongly evident. 

The horses were coming on the track. 

““A murmur, which was soon lost in a suppressed cheer 
at the head of the quarter stretch, announced to the multi- 
tude about the stand the approach of Grey Eagle; as he 
came up in front of the stand, his lofty carriage and flashing 
eye elicited a burst of applause, which told better than words 
can express the intense and ardent aspirations felt in his suc- 
cess, by every son and daughter of Kentucky. Clinton, 
his trainer, immediately stripped off his sheet and hood, and 
a finer specimen of the high-mettled racer was never ex- 
hibited. He was in condition to run for a man’s life—a 
magnificent gray, nearly sixteen hands high, with the step 
of a gazelle and the strength of a Bucephalus. .. .” 


Largely bilgewater, Mr. Butler. But very nice. And 
beyond that, solid evidence of the bang you get out of such 
things. This race really sent Bill Porter. None of us 
writers these days is likely to be so transported, and the 
chances are, anyway, that you won’t have any such horse 
race this year. But you’re on the track. Good luck. 
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SIDELIGHTS, by Joe H. Palmer 


New York 
One of the items in the Code of Stand- 
ards of the Thoroughbred Racing Associ- 
ations last spring was the contention that 
horsemen who ship to a track enter into 
a tacit agreement to accept purse values 
and racing conditions, and not to be yell- 
ing at the management for a change in 
either. This, you undersiand, was not 
the exact language of the Cede of Stanc- 
ards, which was couched in terms of such 
awful majesty as to suggest the TRA 
could turn into a Jockey Club if it had to. 
Horsemen, particularly in a_ speech 
made to the National Association of Staie 
Racing Commissioners last April by A. C. 
Paul. of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, objected  strenu- 
ously and with some reason. Horsemen 
got, he said, either no notice or short no- 
tice regarding the conditions of racing. 
and they were lucky to have a condition 
book a week ahead of a given meeting. 
To consider them bound to acceptance 
was to force them to a bargain of which 
only the race track knew both sides, said 
Mr. Paul. 

Laurel Park, which opens October 1 
with new management, having been pur- 
chased last winter by the Maryland Jockey 
Club, is coming up with an answer to this 
contention. The condition book, for the 
entire 25 days of the meeting, is to be 
out at least by September 1 and if possi- 
ble before. Thus no one who ships to 
Laurel can reasonably escape knowing ex- 
actly what he is shipping for, far enough 
in advance that he can make other plans 
if he likes. 

It seems to me that this is a reasonable 
answer to a reasonable objection. 

Along something of the same line, I 
hear that Monmouth Park, which is pros- 
pering enormously, is raising its purses 
in its next book, without waiting for any 
petition from horsemen. Conditions on 
the tracks, as between management and 
horsemen, seem considerably more peace- 
ful than they were last year, and it is this 
sort of management,:as shown by both 
Laurel and Monmouth, that is likely to 
keep them so. 


Charge of a Champion 


Too much can hardly be written about 
Assault’s performance in the Butler Hand- 
icap last Saturday. At the furlong-pole I 
thought he would be third, and at the six- 
teenth-pole I was sure of it. He was half- 
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Laurel Printing an Karly Book; 
Arcaro and the Needle’s Eye 


way in between Gallorette and Stymie 
and there was neither room to get through 
nor time to take out. Eddie Arcaro had 
just got himself into a spot. 

Then in what could not have been more 
than two or three strides Assault thrust 
himself through. I was looking squarely 
at the performance with a pair of nine- 
power glasses, and I still don’t know how 
he did it. There had been two noses up 
front and now there were three. 

Permane. I think. had been holding 
Stymie back a little, keeping Assault 
boxed and knowing he could shake off 
Gallorette in the last yards. When this 
strategy failed he came away with As- 
sault, but Stymie didn’t have enough. 
Assault was a head in front with one 
stride, half a neck with the second, a 
neck with the third. That was about all 
there were, for all this happened in the 
last seventy yards. 

There was considerable indignation 
about the incident in the press-box after 
the race. but with a night to sleep on it [ 
doubt if it could be called foul riding 
without stretching things. Neither Gal- 
lorette nor Stymie really crowded As- 
sault. At the top of the stretch the race 
simply fell into a pattern whereby it 
seemed they could beat the favorite by 
keeping an absolutely straight course. 
Permane and Guerin had been employed 
to do that very thing if they possibly 
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could, and I can hardly blame them for 
not opening out and letting Assault go 
through. “Eddie got himself into ag 
switch, let Eddie get himself out,’ was a 
legitimate reflection. 

Well, Eddie got himself out, and in a 
way it was well things happened as they 
did. My own opinion of Assault was high 
going into the race, but it is considerably 
higher now than if he had simply run 
down his field with clear sailing. It gaye 
him a chance to show more heart than he 
has ever shown before and we wouldn't 
have known quite how great a horse As. 
sault is if he hadn’t been forced to do it 
the hard way. 

No one needs to be told that Mr. Ar- 
caro is a reasonably desperate citizen 
with a stakes horse. He has long since 
ceased hanging his fellow riders on the 
fence in the gay style of his younger days, 
and by the same token he doesn’t care to 
be hung there himself. In a good many 
races, I notice, he takes the overland, and 
if the Butler had been an overnight race 
I'm pretty sure he would have taken As- 
sault back and out and tried to come down 
outside. That would have been the course 
recommended by any company which 
had issued him an insurance policy. But 
this one was for keeps and leading money- 
winning honors and prestige and so on, 
so Eddie and Assault scuttled through 
that perilous slit like a 16-year-old ap- 
prentice that has never been spilled, 


Long Arm 


This is a coincidence which possibly in- 
terests no one except me. Last Monday 
(July 7). this department was_ idling 
about Belmont Park while health authori- 
ties and customs men were dillydallying 
at La Guardia field over letting Ensueno 
and Endeavour off their plane. Since the 
idling was done mostly with Frank Hack- 
ett, now stall superintendent at Belmont. 
I happened to know exactly which stall 
had been bedded down in which barn for 
Ensueno. The van eventually arrived with 
the South American horses and unloaded 
Ensueno and his trainer, Jose Mora, at 
a ramp in the middle of the stable area, 
and then went off with the other two. 

Mr. Mora was thus left standing in a 
strange land with a horse in one hand, a 
Portuguese-speaking groom in the other, 
and a small pile of baggage. This tour- 
ist. leaning on the rail of the ramp, was 
the only other even slightly animated ob- 
ject in sight. Mr. Mora naturally had 


no remotest notions about me, but he 
needed directions from any source. 
“Where do I go?” he asked. I showed 


him the stall. 

Turned out that when Mr. Mora left 
Rio, THe BLoop-Horse’s South American 
correspondent, F. A. de Miranda Rosa, 
had said to him, “If you happen to see 
Palmer when you get to New York, give 
him my regards.” 
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STAKES AND HORSES 


Assault Goes 
Past Stymie 


By a margain of $7,860, measured in 
money, and of a head. measured in dis- 
tance. Assault regained the money-win- 
ning leadership of the world in the Butler 
Handicap at Empire City-at-Jamaica on 
July 12. Runner-up to him in a contest 
that will be remembered as one of Amer- 
ica’s great races was Stymie, which had 
held the leadership for the seven-day inter- 
val between the Butler and the Sussex 
Handicap of July 5. Gallorette, best of 
the older mares now racing, was third, 
134 lengths behind Stymie. 

On six previous occasions Assault and 
Stymie had met. The chestnut owned by 
Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs beat the chestnut 
owned by the King Ranch last September 
in the Manhattan Handicap, and again in 
the Gallant Fox Handicap in November. 
But ‘beginning with the Pimlico Special 
of November 1, Assault had defeated his 
rival four times in a row, following up in 
the Gray Lag, Suburban, and Brooklyn 
Handicaps. 

Stymie gave him from six to 12 pounds 
in their first three meetings, but then the 
balance shifted and Assault gave weight, 
beginning with a two-pound concession in 
the Grey Lag and nine pounds in the 
Butler. In the latter race Assault carried 
135 pounds to Stymie’s 126, Gallorette’s 
117. It was the first time Assault had 
carried that much weight, but he had won 
the Suburban Handicap under 133, giv- 
ing nine pounds to Stymie on this oc- 
casion also, 

The early pace in the Butler was not 
fast. The filly Risolater, carried 111 
pounds, took the lead with an easy first 
quarter in :2424, a half in :49. *Rico 
Monte stayed close to her, Gallorette lay 
third, Assault fourth, Stymie last. At the 
mile, covered in 1:3845, Risolater was a 
head in front of *Rico Monte, Stymie had 
moved to third, displacing Gallorette, and 
Assault was last. 

On the turn, Gallorette and Stymie mov- 
ed up, reached the straightaway ahead of 
Assault, which also had advanced. All 
three aimed at the finish line. Assault 
was in between the others, and Arcaro 
would have had to take back, at a consider- 
able disadvantage, if he had tried to go 
to the rail or to the outside. Neither Per- 
mane on Stymie nor Guerin on Gallor- 
ette would open up for him, and there was 
the added handicap of Permane’s left-hand- 
ed whipping, which caught Assault on the 
head three or four times. 


But Assault was charged with gameness 
and kept boring ahead. As near the 
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finish as the sixteenth-pole it seemed as if 
he could be no better than third. Inside 
the last 50 yards Gallorette weakened 
enough to give Assault a little more room, 
and he drove on, beating Stymie a head. 
Risolater was fourth, a neck behind Gal- 
lorette. 

The Butler was Assault’s seventh consec- 
utive win, beginning with the Pimlico 
Special of last Novermber 1. The $36,- 
700 in first money pushed his total earn- 
ings to $613,370, took him ahead of Stymie, 
which for a week had been the leader 
with $595,510. Stymie’s $10,000 took him 
to $605,510. Thus the two Texas-breds be- 
came, in the same race, the first horses 
to pass the $600,000-mark in earnings. 

Both were bred at the King Ranch, 
though Stymie, as the result of an over- 
sight, is officially registered with Max 
Hirsch as his breeder. Stymie was claim- 
ed for $1,500 as a 2-year-old by his present 
owner, Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs. The two 
horses were scheduled to meet level 
weights of 126 pounds in the 15¢-mile Em- 
pire Gold Cup on July 19. 

Time for the Butler was 1:5634, which 
was 125 seconds slower than Lucky Draw’s 
record of 1:555 made last July in the 
same race. Stymie had won the Butler 
of 1945, over First Fiddle and *Rounders, 
in 1:56%5, carrying 121 pounds. Assault’s 
135 pounds was the highest weight carried 
by a Butler winner. In 1935 Discovery 
had won the inaugural running of the 
stakes in 1:53, under 132 pounds, beat-

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— Up Aims 
At the Gold Cup

Los ANGELES 

Winning a mile and a quarter race like 
the $100.000 Hollywood Gold Cup is a 
large order for a speed horse. but we 
have with us now another of those amaz- 
ing *Alibhais which looks as though he 
may be able to pull it off successfully. 
His name is Cover Up, and his owner, 
Zack Addington. of Phoenix, Arizona. will 
almost you a guarantee that the 
mahogany colt will be among the first 
three in the big race of July 26. 

Like all the *Alibhais. Cover Up has 
been a bit slow in developing. But last 
winter at Santa Anita he began running 
fractions like a stakes horse. and has been 
at it ever since. He has come along so 
fast. in fact. that at the moment he is as 
good as any handicap horse we have out 
here in the West. where up until now they 


give 


have all been whipping one another with 
monotonous regularity. 

In the $50,000 American Handicap on 
July 4. which by tradition has come to 
be the best yardstick on the Gold Cup, 
Cover Up came out second best to Mrs. 
J. P. Adams’ Burning Dream. It might 
be more accurate to say that he came out 
second best in a bumping match in the 
stretch with Burning Dream, for at the 
furlong pole it looked like he was going 
to win rather easily . . . when the horses 
collided. 

They bumped a couple more times be- 
fore they reached the wire. where Burn- 
ing Dream had an advantage of half a 
length. Cover Up was running under a 
new jockey. and the bumping may have 
been his fault. At any rate, Cover Up 
hurt himself more than anyone else, and 
while he came out of the race without 
first money he left the impression he was 
several lengths the better horse. 

This was the second time that Burning 
Dream had defeated Cover Up when the 
blue chips were down. He turned the 
trick first in the $50,000 Tanforan Handi- 
cap last spring. and then again in the 
American, running in new track record

time on each occasion. In between those 
races. Cover Up had no trouble at all 
beating Burning Dream. The box score 
shows Burning Dream has won the more 
money. Cover Up the more races. 

Addington. who owns a_half-interest 
in the Sportsman’s Park race track at 
Phoenix, made enough money as a cotton 
broker to have some fun raising and rae. 
ing horses. He owns a Thoroughbred 
ranch in Phoenix. where he stands Stalk- 
ing. a son of Wildair, and has been cam. 
paigning a stable for ten years. Until 
he purchased Cover Up last summer, his 
horses had been the type of platers that 
fit without trouble into the average daily 
card of an average track. 

Cover Up was bred by Louis B. Mayer 
and sold privately to W. L. Sandstrom for 
$12.500. Why Mayer parted with him 
before his racing career began is a mys- 
tery, as Cover Up combines the two 
bloodlines that proved so successful for 
the motion picture executive. Cover Up 
is out of *Bel Amour 3rd. by *Beau Pere 
out of Love Set, by Captain Bunsby. 

Under the Sandstrom colors, Cover Up 
ran five times as a 2-year-old and four 
times at three, winning two races’ and 
earning $3.255. It was his second victory 
that brought about his sale. Several days 
after the race, a chemist’s report of the 
urine sample came back positive. Sand- 
strom’s license was suspended by the 
California Horse Racing Board. and his 
horses were ordered sold. Whatever Cover 
Up had. it must have been good, for he 
won by six lengths. 


At $24,500, a Bargain 


Addington liked the colt’s conformation 
and the fact that he was an *Alibhai as 
well as a *Beau Pere. Armed with noth- 
ing more than these facts. he bid in Cover 
Up for $24.500. and came off with a bar- 
gain. At the same sale he also bid in 
Wheatfield for $27.000. and believes that 
this son of *Alibhai—Reap And Sow will 
come along just as fast one of these days 
as has Cover Up. 

Cover Up won his first two starts in 
Addington’s colors as an odds-on favorite 
each time. and then placed in a_ stakes 
in his third start. Altogether, he has 
rolled up a bankroll of $70.705. 

Cover Up’s trainer is 34-year-old Ross 
Brinson, who has been in charge of Add- 
ington’s horses since he graduated as Pfe. 
from the army some two-and-a-half years 
ago. Like Addington, Brinson is a native 
of Phoenix. where he grew up on a diet 
of Quarter Horse racing. His dad was in 
the business. and he took Ross right along 
with him. For the last 15 years, with time 
out while he helped Uncle Sam with his 
cavalry, Brinson has been training Thor- 
oughbreds. Before the war he trained for 
Al Sumerlin, of Sweetwater, Texas, and 
did considerable racing around the East 
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A $600,000 Attack on Veterinary Mysteries 


From Dr. Fred W. Rankin, of the scientific advisory board 
of the Grayson Foundation, the Thoroughbred Club of Amer- 
ica recently heard a report of the Foundation’s broad program 
of aid in sponsoring research. Allocations of funds. he said. 
are planned for four projects, over a period of four years. The 
projects: 

(1) Virus abortion of mares. 

(2) Periodic ophthalmia, or moon blindness. 

(3) Influenza and its complications. 

(4) Nutritional conditions, with particular reference to 
degenerative arthritis. This would include “wobblers.” 

Under consideration is an inquiry into the Rh factor, as a 
possible cause of fetal and post-natal deaths in horses. 

No announcement has been made as to the distribution of 
the funds and projects among different institutions. but it will 
be the most thoroughgoing sponsorship of such projects ever 
given by an organization of horsemen. Dr. Rankin indicated 
that he had asked that the funds for studying virus abortion 
be allocated, in part at least, to the University of Kentucky. 
which has already been a leader in this field. 

He thought that. because of the high concentration of horse 
breeding in the area around Lexington, the University of Ken- 
tucky would also be the logical center for the study of the Rh 
factor. if it is decided to encourage work in this field. 

Dr. Rankin’s brief address to the Thoroughbred Club of 
America was made June 29. A few days later Dr. Raymond A. 
Kelser. dean of the School of Veterinary Medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and vice president of the Grayson 
Foundation, was in Lexington for a conference with Dr. Floyd 
E. Hull. head of the Department of Animal Pathology at the 
University of Kentucky. After further conferences. involving 
several institutions, it is expected that definite allocation of 
projects will be announced. 


Major Louie A. Beard, secretary and treasurer of the Gray- 
son Foundation, was also present at the Thoroughbred Club 
meeting and in answer to questions stated that he hoped “every- 
body” would become members. The annual membership fees 
range. in seven classifications, from “cooperating” at $100 and 
“associate” at $500 up to “benefactor” at $25.000. Member- 
ship payments are to be made each year for three years. or 
gifts may be made. 

The fund available has now arrived at $450.000. Major 
Beard said, and a goal of $600.000 in the treasury by the end 
of 1947 has been set. Major Beard explained that competent 
legal advice had been given that payments to the Foundation 
are deductible, for tax purposes, as business expense. 

Walter M. Jeffords is president of the Grayson Foundation 
and George D. Widener is chairman of the executive committee. 

The projects undertaken are among the most stubborn mys- 
teries in the field of veterinary science, each with its own spe- 
cial and expensive complications. Except for the Rh factor. 
a comparatively new development in science, all have stood 
against repeated and varied attacks of research workers, though _ 
some progress has been made. 

Working closely with the Grayson Foundation is another 
research fund called the Keeneland Foundation, which receives 
and distributes part of the earnings of Lexington’s non-profit 
race course. The Keeneland Foundation recently purchased 
and placed on loan at the University of Kentucky a $15.000 
electronic microscope and provided special training for a 
staff member (Dr. O. F. Edwards) to learn its uses and 
operation. 

The electronic microscope was presented by Dr. Rankin. on 
behalf of the Keeneland Foundation, at a recent dedication 
meeting at which speeches of acceptance were made by Gov. 
Simeon S. Willis and the University’s President Herman L. 
Donovan, among others.

Average Halved 


In California 


During the first two nights (July 14, 
15) of its three-session sale of California- 
bred yearlings the California Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association sold for its 
members a total of 135 yearlings. They 
brought an aggregate of $187,775. 


The average, $1,390, was 49 per cent 
of the California record average of $2,830 
on 107 yearlings disposed of in three ses- 
sions last year. 

Top price, and the only price above 
$10,000, was the $15.000 paid by Norman 
W. Church for Glades Beau, a colt by 
*Beau Pere out of the unraced young 
mare Glade Lily, by Menow out of the 
good stakes winner and producer Glade. 
The colt was sold by a partnership com- 
posed of D. J. Davis and E. L. Fitzgerald, 
the latter Mr. Church’s trainer. 

Close comparison of the market with 
that of last year was difficult because of 
the larger number of yearlings, the ap- 
parently lower quality of breeding, the 
sparsity of large consignments common to 
both years. The only ranch with more than 
five yearlings in each of the two years was 
that of Dr. Chester L. Wilson, which in 
1946 sold 11 head, all by Bargello and 
Dogaway, for $39,000, an average of $3.- 
545. In the 1947 auctions the same 
ranch got $24,850, average $2.485, for ten 
head, all by the same sires. 

Most of the yearlings sold appeared 
to have brought less than it cost to pro- 
duce them. But there was no conclusive 
answer to the question as to whether the 
market was down. Whatever the market, 
Californians were learning about horses.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 
10,174,799 People 
Bet $675,240,294 


During the first six months of 1947 
(through July 5), racing associations held 
27 meetings totaling 792 days. 

Attendance for the 792 racing days 
totaled 10,174,799. Pari-mutuel wagering 
totaled $675.240.294. Both figures repre- 
sented decreases from 1946. 

In 1946, with 25 of the same 27 tracks 
in operation, attendance had totaled 10,- 
299.746. Wagering was $733,843,656, for 
723 days of racing. 

Thus attendance was down 124,947, the 
pari-mutuel turnover was down $58,603,- 
362. On a daily average basis, the 27 
tracks during the first six months averaged 
12.846 in attendance, 9.8 per cent less 
than the 14.245 average of 1946. Pari- 
mutuel daily totals during the first half 
of the year averaged $852,576, 16 per cent 
less than the $1,014,998 averaged during 
1946. 

The figures for 1947 do not include those 
from Arlington Park, the Detroit Fair 
Grounds, Empire City, River Downs, and 
other tracks whose meeting began during 
the first half of the year, extended beyond 
July 5. hence allowances must be made 
for these meetings. 

On the basis of available data, the per 
diem—per capita betting during the first 
six months of 1946 was $71; for 1947 it is 
about $66. 

In the accompanying table are the 1946 
and 1947 pari-mutuel and attendance totals 
for 27 tracks which had completed meet- 
ings during the first six months of 1947 
through July 5. 

The figures here are compiled from 
Daily Racing Form and American Totali- 
sator Company reports.

Having been fortunate enough to work 
with the Performance Analysis Depart- 
ment at Tanforan, I would like to amplify 
some impressions in your “California” 
column of May 10. Probably the most im- 
portant refinement developed in the PAD 
at Tanforan was a card catalog system 
which held complete “service records” on 
every horse that started during the meet- 
ing. After all information is coordinated 
from the various sources—veterinary. 
clockers, platers and various judges—the 
salient facts are sifted and applied to in- 
dividual horse records for each race. 


All comments and questions are thor- 
oughly checked by the motion picture re- 
view board. The pictures, thus utilized 
to their fullest extent, become more than 
merely a means to settle foul claims. The 
horses’ running habits are noted. Blame 
for a questionable race can be determined 
by the board of experts, then explained on 
the cards. Ex-riders like Andy Ferguson, 


Johnny Maiben, Al Shelhamer and Nick 
Wall who operated as field judges were 
unanimous in declaring the system a def- 
inite guarantee for high class racing. 
The possibilities of the catalog system 
seem tremendous. An eventual outgrowth 
could be a complete record of the running 
potential of every horse in the country. 
As horses are transferred from track to 
track their “record” would accompany 
them, in the same manner as service men 
are handled as they move from base to 
base. A glance at a card by the officials 
would give them a pattern of performance.

After the great successes of French-bred 
horses in England in 1946 it seemed dif_- 
cult to achieve still more brilliant results 
this year. Such, however, was the situa- 
tion after the first few attempts had been 
made, and our English friends are not 
likely to forget the Epsom meeting of 
1947, in which, as you already know, the 
principal races were not run in their usual 
order, the Derby coming after the Oaks 
and Coronation Cup. 

Before the Oaks it was a question 
whether Imprudence, winner of the One 
Thousand Guineas races in France and 
England, would be able to hold on for the 
mile and a half.

pace. Tourment took the lead in the last 
turn and gave the impression that he was 
going to be the winner, but Sandjar 
challenged and beat him a head after a 
lively battle in which Tourment showed 
high courage. Giafar finished third, in 
front of Sunny Boy, L’Imperial, Imphal, 
Clarion, Chesterfield, Bel Amour, and 
others. 

Sandjar thus enabled Mr. Boussac to 
carry off the four races which he con- 
tested, besides third place in the Prix 
du Jockey Club, and in this race the first 
four horses were sons of Mr. Boussac’s 
stallions, Sandjar and Giafar by Goya, 
Tourment by Tourbillon, and Sunny Boy 
by Jock. 

The success of Tourbillon that day was 
still more striking: his sons and grand- 
sons won the six races in which they ran, 
and took the first three places in two 
races, including the Derby. For a “half- 
bred” this was not a bad outcome! 

Sandjar made his debut last year in 
the Poule des Deux Ans, in which he was 
beaten a short head by Tourment. He 
then won the Grand Criterium de Maisons- 
Laffitte by five lengths and went to Eng- 
land, where he was defeated by Migoli in 
the Dewhurst Stakes. This year. after 


being second in the Prix Daru. his first 


start. he took the Prix La Rochette in a 
canter. His victory in the Prix du Jockey 
Club was easier than it appeared. 


Successes and Disappointments 


The repeated victories of our horses 
across the Channel had prompted a num- 
ber of our owners to send horses to run at 
Ascot. and England awaited with anxiety 
the results of this invasion. 

I should say that, if the figures prove 
that stock of our breeding surpassed it. 
self this year (29 per cent of the money 
distributed. as against 25 per cent in 
1946, six victories against five in 1946), 
this success is less impressive because 
more had been expected. I shall take 
here only a brief glance at the results. 

Among the older horses, Fasano and 
Camarade 2nd disappointed, and Mon- 
sieur Amiral put up a mediocre exhibi- 
tion in the Churchill Stakes before win- 
ning the Queen Alexandra. On the other 
hand, Black Rock, bred in France and 
trained in England. carried off the Chure- 
hill Stakes and was inconspicuous in 
the other race. 

The Gold Cup could not escape our 
horses. The race went off without Mars- 
yas. which without a doubt would have 
won, but this does not diminish the good 
performance of Souverain, which beat the 
excellent Chanteur by four lengths.  Pir-

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The game of Thoroughbred breeding, 
with all its uncertainties, pains and efforts, 
seems to have some sort of divine purpose, 
the creation of high-class horses for high- 
class racing. 

There has never been any lack of 
learned discussion and searching analysis, 
when it comes to the art of breeding Thor- 
oughbreds. For ages, books and articles 
have been written discussing breeding in 
general and pedigrees in particular. 

And this spirit of exploration seems 
largely to vanish when finally the precious 
products of all this precious breeding are 
being taken through the grind of their 
predestined racing. In this part of the 
game things are very much left to them- 
selves. There is a strange lack of critical 
discussion about the doubtful art of 
racing. 

One might be justified, once in a while, 
to examine the individual performances 
of a great race with some critical care. A 
first-class test case presented itself, a few 
weeks ago, in the Kentucky Derby, a 
made-to-order race. It was bound to be 
close and exciting, and so it turned out 
to be, close and exciting, a real horse race. 
An excellent group of evenly matched, 
beautifully bred, top-class racers were 
competing: On Trust, Phalanx, Faultless, 
and, since the going was heavy, the horse 
to beat, Jet Pilot. (Experts are already 
cropping up telling us “the current crop 
of 3-year-olds is hardly one of the vintage 
crops.” Last year, at this stage of the 
proceedings, before and after the Belmont,

they were telling us precisely the same 
thing about Assault. After the Derby, 
trainer Ben Jones expressed a far keener

Excepting our good stand-by, THE 
Bioop-Horse, all the top papers of the 
land have been pouring veritable Niagaras 
of illusions about this horse race over the 
patient American sports readers, and these 
illusions are being kept up, week after 
week, 

Where is the self-explanatory guide 
which might inspire Turf writers against 
their fantastic pronunciamentos and which 
might help plain people in their desire to 
comprehend what really has been going 
on in a race? We are regularly supplied 
with so-called fractional times so- 
called charts. They tell us something in 
a very general and vague way, at best, and 
very often in a quite misleading way. 
Most of the time they leave us entirely in 
the dark about the important horse in the 
race, how he managed to win, or how he 
managed not to win. Only when the win- 
ner is the leading horse throughout. which 
does not happen very often, do the frac- 
tional times coincide with those of the 
winner. 

To clear away some of the uncertain- 
ties one has to compute one’s own per- 
formance tables of the winner of a race 
and of the other outstanding horses com- 
peting with him. Such tables make for a 
framework on which to form a truer pic-

vidual furlong times of Jet Pilot’s three 
chief competitors were computed from the 
“lead times” by means of the positions 
given in the charts. 

The fifths of seconds as given by timers 
or by Teletimer are too crude in relation 
to figures expressed in lengths and heads, 
and have been replaced with tenths, coin- 
ciding better with the listed positions. 

In figuring the individual furlong times 
of a particular horse from its positions 
behind the leader, some negligible com- 
promising had to be done, up or down, 
as the occasion demanded, in order to 
avoid hundredths of a second. Allowing 
for the head by which Phalanx finished 
behind the winner an exception was made. 
A head amounted to approximately 5/100 
of a second. Consequently Phalanx’s time 
for the race is given as 2:06 85/100. Jet 
Pilot was 2:06 8/10. 

The Derby distance of 6,600 feet was run 
in 126.8 seconds. Therefore the average 
speed was 6,600 divided by 126.8, that is. 
52.05 feet per second, or approximately: 
> feet in 1/10 of a second, 1014 feet in 
2/10, 16 feet in 3/10, 21 feet in 4/10, 26 
feet in 5/10, 31 feet in 6/10, 3614 feet in 
1/10, 42 feet in 8/10 and 47 feet in 9/10 
of a second. 

Now, for example, if a chart tells us 
that our horse, after one furlong, was 9 
lengths behind the leader, we can substi- 
tute for the 9 lengths, 72 feet; for the 72 
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feet we substitute 52 feet plus 20 feet; for 
52 feet we substitute 1 second and for 20 
feet, 4/10 second. Therefore we know, 
near enough for all practical purposes, 
and fully as accurate as the usual lead 
times with their crude fifths, that for the 
first furlong our horse took 1 4/10 seconds 
longer than the leader. And so forth and 
so on, 


There are different charts published, and 
for the computing of our performance 
tables the charts of the Daily Racing Form 


have been followed. 


The black and white blocks alongside 
the furlong times of Jet Pilot and Phalanx 
indicate, accurately enough, the stretch 
runs (black) and the turns (white). 


The tables speak for themselves, and it 
is the privilege of each and everyone to 
analyze and interpret them to his own lik- 
ing. 

In the following paragraphs the writer 
will submit his own interpretation of the 
tables and his view of the race. 


Analysis 


Before going into the individual perfor- 
mances, let us note a strikingly uniformity 
about this truly unusual race. Coming to 
the top of the home stretch, in the ninth 
furlong, we find all four horses, Jet Pilot, 
On Trust, Faultless, and Phalanx, racing 
at practically the same speed. Faultless 


and On Trust ran the ninth furlong in 
12.5, Jet Pilot and Phalanx made it in 
12.6 seconds. From then on, all of them 
dead tired, they practically stopped rac- 
ing. For the tenth furlong Jet Pilot and 
On Trust, entirely played out, took 13.8, 
Faultless 13.6, and Phalanx 13.4 plus the 
tiny five-hundredths of a second which 
made him lose the race by a head. 


Now to Faultless. His furlong figures 
indicate that he received as nearly a per- 
fect ride as a good horse can expect to 
get under prevailing riding conditions. If 
Faultless could have taken his first five 
furlongs a shade slower, he would have 
won the race. 

Looking over On Trust’s figures we see 
that he started off extremely fast, going 
right after Jet Pilot. On Trust was just as 
much “up against it” as were Phalanx and 
Faultless. All three were up against “a 
ploughed field” and therefore had to take 
it far easier than Jet Pilot, which thrives 
on abnormal going. In the first four fur- - 
longs if On Trust could have had a much 
slower race he might have won. Observe 
that On Trust, despite his wasteful begin- 
ning, was able to run the last quarter 1/10 
of a second faster than the winner. In the 
New York Herald Tribune, May 5. in the 
column “Views of the Turf” we were told: 
“The race might as well have been a triple 
dead heat.” The commentator overlooked 
the good horse On Trust. It might as well 
have been a quadruple dead heat. 

Now to the chief culprit of the 1947 
Kentucky Derby: Phalanx. In going down 
his furlong columns in table 2, it becomes 
apparent that Phalanx went through a 
remarkably steady pace. Excepting the 
third furlong, Phalanx’s speed accelerated 
for six furlongs and declined thereafter. 
But in the New York Times, May 5 (col- 
umn “Sports of the Times”) we were told: 
“Last Saturday Phalanx never did start 
gathering speed until he was flashing 
around the final turn.” As his figures 
show, he was steadily losing speed going 
around the final turn. 

When the ninth furlong came along, at 
the top of the stretch, the three competi- 
tors of Phalanx started racing. They all 
jumped from a fairly slow to a fast pace, 
while Phalanx, not having been allowed 
any relaxing around the far turn, just kept 
going along from a 12.5 to a 12.6 pace. 
As pointed out earlier, both Jet Pilot and 
Phalanx ran the ninth furlong in exactly 
the same time, in 12.6 seconds. In other 
words, Phalanx did not gain in this part 
of the race. He was in fifth position when 
he started, and he was still in fifth posi- 
tion when he ended the furlong. Phalanx 
ran as fast as the winner and 1/10 second 
slower than Faultless and On Trust. 

And now to that “terrific” last furlong. 
All four horses slowed down considerably, 
all of them dead tired. Jet Pilot slowed 
down from 12.6 to 13.8, and Phalanx from 
12.6 to 13.45, a little less tired. Observe

his second half being approximately 1/3 
second faster than his first, a balance 
definitely inclining towards good racing. 


What Might Have Been 


It is an interesting, if idle, speculation 
to contemplate what would have happened 
if Phalanx had been given a trifle more 
time on the backstretch and considerably 
more on the last turn. To indicate the pos- 
sible effect on such a strategy, a special 
table, No. 5 in the series, has been con- 
structed. This table is set up so that the 
aggregate time of the imaginary furlongs 
is exactly equal to the time it actually 
took Phalanx to run the 10 furlongs of 
the Derby. 

The total time of furlongs 5 to 8 in the 
imaginary table is 8/10 of a second slower 
than the time actually made by Phalanx 
in these four furlongs. It would probably 
be generally admitted that, if this had 
been done, the colt would have run the 
last furlong at least 8/10 of a second faster 
than he actually did. 

But it is my opinion, based on observa- 
tion and analysis of many races, that if 
Phalanx had been permitted a_ breather, 
in the form of a more relaxed swing 
around the last turn, he would have made 
ample repayment by running the ninth 
furlong, not in 12.6 seconds, but in 12.5, 
and would also have done the last furlong

in 12.5 or better, enabling him to beat Jet 
Pilot by at least half a length. 

The writer would find support for his 
contention by citing analyses of former 
stakes races, but he does not have to. Pha- 
lanx himself obligingly provided the proof 
in the Belmont Stakes. He was given a 
genuine breather going around the far 
turn, and in consideration turned on the 
speed in the homestretch, this time pro- 


ducing a run not merely in the minds of 
deluded onlookers but a genine stretch. 
run of solid reality. He ran the last two 
furlongs in the 114-mile Belmont Stakes 
in 11.9 and 12.0 seconds. 


In the Daily Racing Form account of 
the Belmont Stakes the commentator ex. 
pressed amazement at Phalanx’s “running 
the last quarter in the amazing time of 
2415, amazing for so long a race.” Pha. 
lanx did nothing of the sort, he ran the 
last quarter in the reasonable time of 23.9, 
three-tenths of a second faster than the 
lead times tell us. Further on the re. 
porter expressed keen disappointment at 
the way the race was run in the beginning, 
He says “the pace for the first six fur. 
longs was a dismal 1:1525.” Again, Pha- 
lanx is taking no part in the reporter's 
reasoning. Phalanx ran his first six fur- 
longs in the even more “dismal” time of 
1:1544. 

A reasonable speed in the beginning 
will produce reasonable speed at the finish. 


The theoretical half-time of the Derby 
(final time 2:0644 divided by 2) was 1:03 
4/10, and Phalanx was at the 5 mile post 
in 1:03 6/10, that is 2/10 of a second be- 
hind half-time. The Belmont theoretical 
half-time was 1:14 7/10, and Phalanx was 
at the 34 mile post in 1:15 8/10, that is 
11/10 behind half-time. Evidently, Pha- 
lanx in the Derby was not as far “out of 
it” as in the Belmont. And yet, we are 
endlessly told that in the Derby he had 
stayed “too far out of it.” The very op- 
posite is the ‘truth. 

We have seen how Phalanx, by taking

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it easier around the second turn, would 
have been given a good chance to beat 
his own time in the Derby. It becomes 
plain that Jockey Arcaro did not “move” 
too late, as so many experts and he him- 
self told us, but too early. Probably he 
should not have “moved” at all, just kept 
going at an even pace, taking it relatively 
easy around the far turn. 

Since we are second-guessing anyway, 
it may have been a mistake that Arcaro 
did not receive specific instructions to re- 
lax his horse around the second turn. 

In the 1941 Kentucky Derby, Whirl- 
away’s Derby, one of the greatest races 
ever. Arcaro received strict instructions 
from Trainer Ben Jones to go easy around 
that far turn. 

This is not idle speculating. This is 
analyzing and pleading for good purpose, 
for less wasteful and more decent treat- 
ment of top-class animals. 

In the Belmont Stakes everything con- 
spired to give Phalanx a decent chance 
to show his goods, and he came through 
with a swell job, especially when com- 
pared with Assault’s Suburban Handicap 
run on the same course the preceding day, 
an interesting comparison but beyond the 
proper limits of this essay. 


The first six furlongs were run by Pha- 
lanx in 1:15 8/10, the last six furlongs 
in 1:13 6/10, that is, the first half was 
2 2/10 seconds slower than the second 
half. 

This is “normal” racing. This is def- 
initely good racing. It is bound to pro- 
mote the potential energies of a horse in 
a race. 

As mentioned, it was rather a conspir- 
acy of circumstances than good planning 
which permitted Phalanx to run a “nor- 
mal” race, but the fact remains it was a 
good one. By the time the Dwyer came 
along, all the good intentions, if they 
ever existed, were forgotten, and the re- 
sult was the usual “topsy-turvy” race, 
Phalanx running the first half 3 2/10 
seconds faster than the second half, wind- 
ing up the 114-mile race not with a last 
quarter of 23.9 as he had done in the 
114-mile race, but with a quarter of 26.4, 
and he nearly lost. 


Basil James and Stymie 


Fortunately, Phalanx’s running of the 
Belmont is not a lonely example of “nor- 
mal” racing. There have been many 
others. Only recently, on May 10, in the 
one-mile Metropolitan Handicap at Bel- 


mont Park, Basil James’ handling of 
Stymie produced another good example of 
this type of racing. Stymie’s furlong 
times, figured from the lead times of other 
horses, were 12.4, 12.2, 12.1, 12.1, 12.2, 
12.2, 12.2, and for the last furlong 12.0 
flat. Roughly, furlongs 1 to 4 were on 
the back stretch, 5 and 6 around the turn, 
7 and 8 in the home stretch. 

One furlong from home Stymie was still 
in eighth position, six lengths plus two 
heads, or approximately 52 feet or one full 
second behind Buzfuz, the leader, and yet 
was able to win the race by a full length. 
Stymie’s first half was run in 48.8, the 
second in 48.6. In this race Basil James 
performed a good job. 

To mention another good performance: 
the 1913 Suburban Handicap was one. 
And this good race was destined to become 
the subject of animated controversey. 

Only recently, in THE BLoop-Horse of 
May 3, we were told, very persuasively, by 
none other than our eminent Salvator, that 
Whisk Broom 2nd could not possible have 
produced the time which the official timer 
had been willing to grant him. 

For many years we have been disposed 
to accept the often expressed advice that 
the official timing of Whisk Broom in the 
Suburban was wrong. But by and by,

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after watching countless stakes races and 
contemplating them, again and again. in 
our own performance tables, the writer has 
come to the conclusion that it was possible 
for a horse like Whisk Broom to run this 
particular race in 2:00. The writer did 
not see the race, he is merely saying that 
he gradually has become convinced that 
Whisk Broom could make the time, that 
it was possible for the horses in that par- 
ticular race to do what the official timer 
told us they did, furlong by furlong.

Appendix 1. On Special Bias 


In discussing On Trust we mentioned 
that the Derby might have finished in a 
quadruple dead heat. We joyfully admit 
that before the race we did not foresee so 
many horses finishing in line. 

Provided they had normal going, and 
providing they were given proper rides, 
which, frankly, we were very much afraid 
they would not get, we trusted Phalanx 
and On Trust to be first at the finish line, 
separated “by the skin of a nose.” 


This choice of Phalanx and On Trust 
winning the Kentucky Derby may not have 


been quite as impartial as we would have 
liked it to be. Reading THe BLoop-Horse 
steadily can have disadvantages. For ex- 
ample. THE comes along. 
toward the end of the 1944 season, and 
publishes, for our benefit and enjoyment. 
an extended series of highly instructive 
articles on “Modern English Strains” by a 
certain A. S. Hewitt, and they were 
written so engagingly that you still find 
yourself reading them over and_ over 
again. 

And then, toward the end of another 
season, 1946, a 2-year-old colt, named Pha- 
lanx, comes along doing some impressive 
distance racing for 2-year-olds. And when 
you find the colt has been bred by a cer- 
tain A. S. Hewitt. you just can’t help 
being doubly interested. 


Besides, you remember A. S. Hewitt as 
the kind of man who rescued one of your 
favorite horses from oblivion, a horse you 
had watched. close by, winning the 1941 
Futurity, Some Chance. He rescued him 
by acquiring him, and to your immense 
delight, Some Chance, in return, went on 
to win the 15<-mile Gallant Fox Handicap 
for this man Hewitt. More power to him.

Appendix 2. Jet Pilot 


In our analysis of the Derby we omitted 
the performance of Jet Pilot. First. be- 
cause it would have meant an undue delay 
in getting to our main subject. Second, 
because we did not care to introduce dis- 
senting opinion right from the start, and 
third, there was no special interest at- 
tached to it. But here, in short version, 
is our opinion. 


As far as Jet Pilot is concerned he won, 
and it is natural to say “what more can 
one ask for?” Yet, one can’t help regret- 
ting that Jet Pilot is finished with racing. 

It goes without saying that Jet Pilot 
was extremely lucky to get an off track 
to run on, and it became at once apparent. 
during the first furlong, that the trainer 
had decided to take advantage of it and 
let his horse dictate the running of the 
race. 

And Jet Pilot did his own running. It 
Was a very spectacular run by a very game 
horse. He ran as long as there was an 
ounce of breath left in him, and this run 


‘finished him forever. 


Each time On Trust came near him he 
started pulling away, then eased up. This 
explains the unusual jerks and jets which 
“embellish” the furlong figures of Jet 
Pilot. 

His jockey was merely getting a free 
ride on a merry-go-round. Sometimes the 
merry-go-round was a little faster, some- 
times a little slower. The jockey had no 
rating problems to solve, he moved his 
horse to the front, as per instructions, and 
kept the horse out of bad footing. as per 
instructions, doing a job which any full- 
fledged jockey should be able to perform. 

We were told that Jet Pilot had been 
given a “magnificent” ride, a “wonderful” 
ride. The writer may be permitted to 
disagree with such views. To him, after 
thirty years of watching top stakes races. 
there is no such thing as a “magnificent” 
ride. There have been, once in a while, 
good rides, and we felt elated when we 
were fortunate enough to witness one.

Air, rail, and highway transportation 
lines have facilitated the movement of 
horses on a national and _ international 
scale, and they also have enlarged the 
problems of racing secretaries. Where 
once there were only a half-dozen or so 
main centers where horsemen were lo- 
cated. there now are dozens of them, and 
an ambitious racing secretary, engaged in 
what has become the competitive business 
of rounding up horses for his race meet- 
ings, has to be part ambassador, part 
traveling salesman, part iron man.

Mrs. John D. Hertz, the owner of Stoner Creek Stud, 
now has bred seven $100,000 winners—Anita Peabody, Count 
Fleet, Bull Reigh, Owner’s Choice, Lets Dance, Cosmic Bomb, 
and Elpis. Only two living breeders (Warren Wright and 
William Woodward) have bred more. 


Having sold four $100,000 winners as yearlings, 
Stoner Creek is marketing its yearlings this year 
on its “record” as a breeder, raiser, and seller of 
good race horses. The farm’s yearling consignment 
will be sold at the Keeneland Sales on “Hancock 
Night,” July 28. 


In the Stoner Creek yearling consignment is a nice son 
and daughter of *Blenheim II, two grand fillies by Count 
Fleet, a fine filly by *Heliopolis, and other youngsters. Those 
interested in buying yearlings are cordially invited to in- 
spect these youngsters.

C. W. Pershall. brother to E. E., has 
just about dropped out of the Thorough- 
bred breeding business, but his place has 
been taken by his son Sam. Sam Pershall 
maintains a 110-acre farm near Troy, Ill. 

The young stallion On Quest stands at 
his farm, along with a dozen broodmares. 
Nine of the mares were bred this year to 
the farm stallion. The other three were 
bred to Okapi. *Halcyon Gift, and Dusky 
Prince. 

All five yearlings on the farm are by 
On Quest. A brown gelding out of High 
Brown is a particularily fine individual. 
Another brown gelding is out of the mare 
Juliet C.. while another is out of Still 
Water. The two fillies are from the mares 
Scottish Mary and Sun Halley. 

The seven sucklings are a likely group. 
Two each are by the stallions Chicuelo, 
Hard Tack, and On Quest, and the other 
is by Bolingbroke. 

The farm is equiped with good barns 
and fine pasture. Pastures are of timothy, 
lespedeza, bluegrass and red and white 
clover. These afford grazing at all times. 
An interesting note is that all feed for the 
horses is ground at the farm, under the 
belief that it is more completely digestible 
than whole feed. 

It was at the Cahokia Farm of W. F. 
and C. V. Sparks that Hard Tack made his 
last season as a stud. The Sparks brothers 


had Hard Tack for the U. S. Army Re. 
mount. He died last March. 

On the 225-acre farm, located just out- 
side East St. Louis, are six mares. Dolly 
E. was bred this season to Xalapa Clown, 
Concerto visited the court of Hard Tack, 
Sis Blaze was bred to Hypocrite, which 
stands at the J. D. Mikel farm in north. 
ern Illinois. Rusty Gold is bred to On 
Quest, while Myrna and Busy Josie both 
visited the court of Buster. 

A filly by Boss Hoss out of Dolly E, 
is the only yearling on the farm. The 
three sucklings are by Hard Tack out of 
the mares Dolly E., Concerto, and Sis 
Blaze.

The bulk of northern racing after Milan 
closes will be carried on by Varese and 
most of the southern racing will be carried 
on at Leghorn, which is renewing its night 
meetings, three nights a week. 

Meanwhile. the problems resulting from 
the large number of races with respect to 
the number of horses running still haven't 
been solved. A good purse sometimes is 
contended for by only two or three horses, 
and up in Milan, though they have the 
majority of horses in training of the whole 
country, there have been some walk-overs. 

On the other hand, it is necessary to ex- 
ploit fully the capacity of some tracks in 
respect to attendance, because from this is 
drawn money to help stables and breeders. 

A plan now is being devised to help 
breeders more substantially, and it should 
consist of a premium given for every filly 
placed at stud, a second premium if a foal 
is born and a third premium if a foal is 
brought up to breaking age. 

This should give good results. As I 
have noted previously, the tendency of 
prices to go up is steady, though the in- 
creases are more noticeable in racing than 
in breeding material. The reason is that 
many people are ready to take over owner- 
ship of racing stock now that purses have 
been improved, but very few are willing to 
put horses at stud, since expenses are

In fact, the improve- 
ment is so great that one wonders if Italy 
won't be able to regain its old place 
among European breeding countries de- 
spite the very bad outlook of two years 
ago. 


On the tracks, I believe I have seen at 
least a half-dozen youngsters who might 
be future champions. which is remarkable 
when you consider that our youngsters 
start racing on May 1 and that until the 
middle of June no really good horse is 
raced, 

Some of the good ones I’ve seen are 
Trencore, Fragore. Sassoferrato, Trevi- 
sana, Clodia, and Sabello. I shall write 
more of them.

A Sun Again colt out of Dark Loveli- 
ness, dam of Dark Discovery, is strongly 
made and high in quality. Discovery’s 
son out of Spice of Life, is an oversize 
fellow. and a picture of his impressive 
sire, except for finer bone. A *Phara- 
mond 2nd colt out of Antidote is a prom- 
ising. husky, big-boned, loose-muscled 
youngster which has plenty of everything, 
if given a little extra time to develop it. 

The War Admiral—Sourdine colt is 
much ilke his deep and wide-bodied sire, 
except for a plain head and a lack of 
“presence.” The Alsab—Amaranth is a 
big. plain, strong colt which was not 
foaled until May 2 last year. 

Surprisingly, the biggest colt in the 
consignment is by Count Fleet, which is 
probably half an inch shorter than this 
youngster is now. The yearling out of 
the *Bull Dog mare Aristocracy, is rough, 
substantial, and heavily powered. 

A colt by Unbreakable—Polly’s Folly 
is like his sire, balanced, big-bodied, and 
powerful—something like the shape of a 
cotton bale, with legs to match. 

Jack High is represented by a tall, 
handsome colt out of the Bold Venture 
mare Proud Heart. Not as long-bodied 
as his ancestry would suggest, is nicely 
proportioned, carries muscles like spare 
tires. As viewed from behind he gets 
thicker as the eye comes down from the 
level of the hip joints. 

One of the best of the colts by the 
home sires—or by any of the sires, for 
that matter—is a black son of Ariel and 
Keyspring, a trim, racy fellow, but loaded 
in the breech like a genuine Ariel.

Many persons now prominent in Thor- 
oughbred breeding came into the busi- 
ness with some earlier and successful 
stud farm as their models. Among these 
models who have largely influenced Amer- 
ican breeding the names of Arthur B. 
Hancock and the late Harry Payne Whit- 
ney are leaders. When John W. Gal- 
breath, Columbus. Ohio. realtor, settled 
down to do a thorough job of producing 
good horses he patterned his policies and 
bloodlines chiefly upon those which pre- 
vailed at the late E. R. Bradley’s Idle 
Hour Stock Farm, Lexington. 

He went so far in this direction as to 
engage Olin Gentry, longtime Idle Hour 
manager, to manage his Darby Dan Farm 
a few miles from Columbus, and_ this 
year Mr. Gentry is preparing for the 
Keeneland sales eight yearlings predomin- 
ately of Idle Hour breeding. 

A member of Tue Brioop-Horse. staff 
who was recently at Darby Dan Farm 
reports that the chestnut colt by Burgoo 
King out of Darby Deedee. by Hollyrood, 
is “practically a perfect pattern.” 

Of the three fillies a daughter of Bime- 
lech—Chicbella. by *Chicle. probably 
will be most attractive to buyers. Quick 
and smart. she shows the influence of her 
handsome sire very strongly. 


Elmendorf Farm was a successful Ther- 
oughbred nursery before it entered the 
yearling sales market. and since its first 
crop was sold by auction in 1944, its pro- 
duce has raced well in the hands of many 
different trainers. 

This year’s consignment of 21 head is 
the largest since the group of 24 sold 
three years ago, and will be of interest 
to horsemen because of the relationships 
between its members and some very good 
performers now racing. 

In the matter or growth, freedom from 
blemishes. and good feet, it probebly is 
as solid a consignment as the farm has 
sent out. The yearlings have been rather 
successfully brought up to “sales condi- 
tion.” which means that they are sieek 
and solid enough to look good, but are not 
so fat that their physical structure is 
hidden. 

Roman, represented by six stakes win- 
ners this year. is the sire of three colts 
in the consignment. Shoppers and just 
plain lookers will be attracted by the one 
out of the stakes-winning Fair Weather. 
from a line that also has produced Tripli- 
cate and Bolingbroke. This one is a fine- 
ly made bay. with quick movements. a sure 
way of walking. A strong shoulder. good 
depth of chest, well muscled hind quarters, 
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and hocks set slightly back suggest power 
and durability.

The only Unbreakable among the 21 is 
a bay filly out of Yellow Poppy. A sloping 
shoulder overlaid with ample muscle, plus 
strong hind quarters and a smart head 
combine to make her a pleasing eyeful.

The home sire Chance Shot. which has 
now been retired from public service. has 
eight sons and daughters in the draft. He 
has stamped most of them unmistakably, 
and particularly so a chestnut colt out of 
Unwise. which goes through Golden Rose 
to *Nipiquisit, dam of * Minnewaska. whose 
son Avenger beat Pearl Diver, the Epsom 
Derby winner. in the Grand Prix de Paris 
last month. This colt is strong and solid, 
with true legs. good feet, a firm walk, and 
a general air of balance and competence. 
Black Queen, from which Polynesian 
stems, has a racy Chance Shot filly with 
a smart, inquisitive air, good shoulders and 
hindquarters, compact structure. 

Eight Thirty. from George D. Widener’s 
adjoining farm, is sending out a_half- 
brother to Cable.
